temblor emerged from their crumbled homes 
to find what they described as apocalyptic 
scenes “like Dante’s Inferno,” with entire 
blocks of buildings turned into piles of sand 
and rock, thick dust choking the air and a pu- 
trid smell of gas. 

“The town isn’t here anymore,” said Sergio 
Pirozzi, the mayor of the hardest-hit town, 
Amatrice. “I believe the toll will rise.” 

The magnitude 6.2 quake struck at 3:36 a.m. 
and was felt across a broad swath of central 
Italy, including Rome. The temblor shook the 
Lazio region and Umbria and Marche on the 
Adriatic coast, a highly seismic area that has 
witnessed major quakes in the past. 

Dozens of people were pulled out alive by 
rescue teams and volunteers that poured in 
from around Italy

Italy’s health minister, Beatrice Lorenzin, 
visiting the devastated area, said many of the 
victims were children: The quake zone is a 
popular spot for Romans with second homes, 
and the population swells in August when 
most Italians take their summer hoHday be- 
fore school resumes. 

The medieval center of Amatrice was dev- 
astated. The birthplace of the famed spaghet- 
ti all’amatriciana bacon and tomato sauce, the 
city was full for this weekend’s planned festi-

IlliCA, SAid M,-cirktrt c%“i.iiLually Atiived aftui- an 
hour or so. “We came out to the piazza, and it 
looked Like Dante’s Inferno,” he said. “People 
crying for help, help.” 

“I don’t know what to say We are living this 
immense tragedy” said a tearful Rev. Savino 
D’Amelio, a parish priest in Amatrice. “We 
are only hoping there will be the least number 
of victims possible and that we all have the 
cotxrage to move on.” 

The mayor of Accumoli, Stefano Petrucci, 
said a family of four had died there, one of the 
few young families who had decided to stay 
in the area. He wept as he noted that the tiny 
hamlet of 700 swells to 2,000 in the summer 
months, and that he feared for the future of 
the town. 

“I hope they don’t forget us,” he told Sky

WHO’S READY TO GO FROM THROWING 
DARTS TO TOSSING AXES? 


By Matt Lindner i for Chicago tribune 
f your idea of a good time is 
drinking beer and throwing axes, 
well, you’re in luck. 

Canadian ax-throwing chain— yes, 
you read that right— Bad Axe Throwing is 
preparing to open its first Chicago location at 
165 N. Loomis St., about a mile from the Unit- 
ed Center. Bad Axe founder Mario Zelaya 
said the company will hold a free open house 


Sept. 9-12, with bookings starting Sept. 12. 

“Its modern-day bowling,” he said of the 
sport. “Like darts, but on steroids.” 

For $44.25 per person plus tax, each member 
of a group will get a one-on-one lesson on how 
to throw an ax from an ax-throwing coach, as 
weU as a tutorial on how to stay safe and what 
the rules of the game are. After a warmup, 
groups will then take part in a tournament, 
throwing axes at a wooden target and compet- 
ing against one another for bragging rights. 


For those looking to refine their technique 
before they come in. Bad Axe has a section 
on its website detailing how to throw an ax, 
with helpful tips such as “don’t throw an axe if 
someone is in front of you or near the target,” 
along with advice on how to properly grip an 
ax. Axes are provided, and patrons are not al- 
lowed to bring in their own axes “due to our 
insurance policies,” according to Bad Axe’s 
website. 

Chicago will be Bad Axe’s first US. location 
and nth overall. Zelaya said he picked Chica- 
go because it reminds him ofToronto. 

“We’ve been looking at several US. loca- 
tions for about eight months now, maybe even 
longer,” he said. “We decided to prioritize 
Chicago over the others because of the simi- 
larity to Toronto. The diversity of people, how 
great of a city it is —it was a great fit.” 

Zelaya said Bad Axe doesn’t serve food or 
alcohol at any of its locations, but the compa- 


ny does allow patrons to bring their own food 
and beer to the facility Hard liquor is not al- 
lowed on the premises. 

“It’s more about having a beer with friends 
and throwing axes,” he said. “It’s not about 
doing shots and getting hammered.” 

There’s also no age limit, so everyone can 
try their hand at the activity Zelaya said the 
youngest patron so far was between 9 and ii 
years old; the company launched in 2014. 

He also said it doesn’t take long for patrons 
to figure out how to throw an ax and get into 
a routine. In his experience, women tend to 
pick up the hang of ax throwing faster than 
men do. 

“It’s funny because the people that get it 
the most are the ones that listen closely That 
tends to be females,” Zelaya said. “Guys put 
too much macho-ness into the throw and 
think they can do it on their own terms.”

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Here comes Chicago’s 
next big name game

We can’t call it “The Cell” for much longer. 

U.S. Cellular, which has maintained naming 
rights for the home of the White Sox since 
2003, has been benched in favor of a new 
sponsor. 

The team announced Wednesday that 
Guaranteed Rate, a Chicago-based national 
mortgage lender, has obtained the naming 
rights to the stadium in a 13-year contract 
effective Nov i. 

“We view this partnership as an opportu- 


nity to connect a successful Chicago business 
with a historic baseball franchise, and we look 
forward to growing this important relation- 
ship over the coming years as millions of fans 
enjoy White Sox baseball at Guaranteed Rate 
Field,” Sox Chairman Jerry Reinsdorf said. 

The Sox are one of 19 teams in MLB whose 
stadium is named for a corporation. 

The question now becomes: What do fans 
call it for short? The Rate? The Tee? The Rant? 
Eh, none of those options has a great ring to it. 
Maybe they should just stick to Sox Park.

That’s how much you could win just by buying a ticket to a WNBA 
game. The league announced Wednesday that through Sept. 18, any 
ticket purchased to a WNBA game automatically enters fans into a sweepstakes to attend the 
2017 WNBA or NBA All-Star games or win a grand prize of $20,000.

Bears tickets aren’t NFL’s most 
expensive, but they’re ciose 


It costs a lot of money to be an NFL team’s 
“i2th man.” 

The Seattle Seahawks tout that phrase 
more than anyone in the league, and their 
followers cough up quite a bit for that op- 
portunity According to TicketlQ.com, the 
Seahawks boast the most expensive tickets 
on the secondary market for the 2016 season, 
at an average of $466 apiece, followed by New 
England ($461) and Denver ($454). 

Bears tickets fall right behind that group, 
at $377. TicketIQ’s data shows that that aver- 
age price is up 6.94 percent from this time last 
year. Maybe Chicagoans are buying into coach 
John Fox’s track record of turning teams into 


Super Bowl contenders. 

The average price for the Bears’ home opener, 
set for Sept. 19 against Philadelphia, is $431.92. 
But the highest average price for one game goes 
to the showdown with the Packers (Dec. 18), at 
$465.72. Which shows a tremendous amount of 
optimism considering the Bears have not beat- 
en Green Bay in Chicago since 2010. 

FYI, if Bears fans are looking to escape 
higher ticket prices by attending a road game, 
their best bets are Detroit (Dec. ii, $154) and 
Tampa Bay (Nov 13, $180). 

Jacksonville has the least expensive tickets 
on the secondary market, at $141 on average.

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Beautifully depressing 
but stays on the surface 


There’s a tender 
moment in ‘A Tale 
of Love and Dark- 
ness”— the directo- 
rial debut of Natalie 
Portman — when 
a father tucks his 
young son into 
bed the night that 
Israel was declared 
an independent state 
in 1948. “You’ll never 
be bullied because 
you’re a Jew,” the father promises, elated by 
his conviction that everything is about to 
change. It’s one of many dreams in the film, 
based on the autobiographical novel by Amos 
Oz, that aren’t fulfilled. 

What happens? 

Amos (AmirTessler) is a young Jewish boy 
living in Mandatory Palestine just before the 
birth of independent Israel. He has a close 
relationship with his romantic, story-telling 
mother, Fania (Portman), who is very differ- 
ent from his academic father, Arieh (Gilad 
Kahana). As the situation in their country 
changes, Fania begins to experience severe 
depression, only held up by the love she feels 
for her son. 

What’s good? 

This project was a labor of love for Portman, 
who reportedly spent eight years adapting 
the screenplay and looking for funding. She 


insisted the film be entirely in Hebrew, and 
her commitment to getting it right is obvious 
throughout the film. Shots are thoughtful, 
artistic, haunting. 

Though much of the story is influenced 
by the political state of their country it’s 
ultimately the study of a family Fania’s obses- 
sion with stories and words opens up a world 
of parables for Amos, with lessons like “It’s 
better to be sensitive than honest” or “It’s 
better to live knowing nothing than to live 
in error.” Coursing beneath everything is a 
theme of dreams left unfulfilled, whether 
it’s the paradise of Israel or the romantic life 
Fania imagined she’d have as a girl. 

What’S bad? 

Perhaps Portman loved her source material 
so much that she lost the ability to take a step 
back from it. At one point, Fania’s mother- 
in-law accuses her of being “so dramatic, as 
if she deserves the moon,” and sometimes it 
feels like Portman indulges Fania more than 
she should. While gorgeous and thoughtful, 
the film is dour and over-the-top. There’s a 
scene between Amos and a Arabic girl— they 
play happily for a while until an accident oc- 
curs and the adults drag them apart in anger. 
OK, we get it. 

Final verdict 

Although ‘A Tale of Love and Darkness” is 
beautifully depressing and offers moments 
that linger, it plays on the surface rather than 
digging more deeply into the heart of its story
